Ur.  Chairman  and  members, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st. 

December  1964. 

The  population  of  the  District  at  mid-June  1964  was  2,800 
according  to  the  Registrar  General's  estimate,  which  is  50  fewer  than  the  figure 
for  the  previous  year,  which  would  hardly  seem  to  be  a  realistic  estimate  in  view 
of  the  natural  increase  of  population  and  new  property  being  erected „ 

The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  the  District  during 
1964  was  45  or  10  more  than  in  the  previous  year  which  gives  a  birth  rate  of  16.1 
(adjusted  19*3)  per  1,000  population.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  and 
the  County  of  Lancaster  were  18.4  and  18.68  (adjusted  I9.O5)  respectively. 

The  number  of  deaths  at  28  was  12  fewer  than  in  the 
previous  year  giving  an  ec^ual  death  rate  of  10.0  (adjusted  8.3)  por  1,000 
population.  The  death  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  Lancashire  were  11.3  and 
12.09  adjusted  13,18)  respectively. 

The  Registrar  General  has  again  provided  a  table  giving 
the  causes  of  death  in  age  groups  and  this  table  is  reproduced  in  the  Report. 

Prom  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  only  one  death  under  the  age  of 
45  years,  and  that  20  of  the  28  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age, 
of  whom  12  were  in  fact  75  years  and  over.  Comparing  the  number  of  deaths  with 
those  of  the  previous  year  the  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  disease  was  4  as 
against  7  in  the  previous  year.  Coronary  heart  disease  accounted  for  7  deaths 
which  is  2  fewer  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  8  which  is  the 
same  as  in  1963.  There  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  tuberculosis ,  nor  wore 
there  any  from  this  cause  in  the  previous  year,  and  again  there  wore  no  deaths 
arising  from  childbirth. 

It  is  also  pleasing  to  note  that  for  the  second  successive 
\^ar  there  were  mo  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.

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In  brief  I  consider  that  the  vital  statistics  for  the 
District  this  year  are  very  satisfactory. 

Only  one  case  of  infectious  disease  was  notified  during 
the  year  -  a  meningococcal  infection. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or 
diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year  it  is  still  of  vital  importance 
that  protection  against  these  diseases  should  be  kept  at  the  highest  possible 
level.  This  has  been  amply  borne  out  by  the  recent  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis 
at  nearby  Blackburn. 

Two  aspects  of  environmental  hygiene  continued  to  receive 
particular  attention  during  the  year*  namely  the  water  supply  and  sewage 
disposal.  An  important  development  in  regard  to  the  water  supply  has  been  the 
sinking  of  a  bore-hole,  whilst  in  regard  to  sewage  disposal  consideration  is 
being  given  to  a  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  District. 

Housing  conditions  in  the  District  are  gradually  improving 
as  a  result  of  the  introduction  of  internal  water  closets  and  bathrooms,  and 
a  considerable  amount  of  housing  development  is  taking  place  although  only 
7  new  properties  were  actually  completed  during  the  year  under  consideration. 
It  is  considered  that  provision  of  special  housing  accommodation  for  the 
elderly  Y/ould  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  District. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  for  the  kindly  consideration  afforded  to  Dr.  Doherty 
and  myself  at  all  times.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Grimes,  Clerk  of  the 
Council  and  to  Mr.  Carr,  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor  and  the 
Council  Staff  for  their  willing  co-operation  at  all  times.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  two  Sewerage  17orks  with  settlement  tanks  and  sprinklers*  one  at 
Brinscall*  one  at  h'ithnell  Fold;,  and  one  with  settlement  and  contact  hods  only  at 
Abbey  Village.  All  of  these  works  are  unsatisfactory  in  various  ways*  by  far  the 
worst  being  Abbey  Village .  The  whole  sewerage  scheme  is  being  examined  to 
determine  the  most  economical  and  suitable  comprehensive  scheme  for  disposal 
throughout  the  district.

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  was  carried  out  weekly  by  the 
Council.  The  refuse  was  collected  by  motor  lorry  and  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  Ollerton  Fold. 

Sanitary  Inspection . 

The  number  of  inspections  for  nuisances  and  for  defects  during  the  year 
was  473  and  137  found  to  be  defective,  17  informal  notices  were  served*  there 
were  no  legal  proceedings.  125  defects  were  abated  at  the  year  end.

Ho  infestations  of  insects  were  found*  although  the  old  houses  of  all 
the  new  tenants  of  Council  houses  were  inspected.  Tenants  who  are  apt  to  become 
lethargic  are  visited  regularly  and  encouraged  to  keep  their  houses  clean  &  tidy.

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Water  Supply, 


The  supply  is  obtained  for  the  Liverpool  Corporation  Waterworks 
Undertaking  from  Withnell  Reservoir  (upland  surface  water.) 

887  Dwelling  houses  and  an  estimated  population  of  2,759  persons 
are  supplied  with  this  water. 

22  Bacteriological  examinations  of  water  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  of  which  17  were  satisfactory  and  5  were  unsatisfactory.  The 
unsatisfactory  reports  were  followed  up  and  were  found  to  he  due  to 
fluctuation  in  chlorination  due  to  heavy  rains  and  minor  defects  in  the 
chlorinator . 

The  high  acidity  of  the  water  gives  rise  to  plumb©  solvency  of 
quite  a  high  degree  and  a  metering  pump  and  ancillary  equipment  has  been 
installed  in  order  to  adjust  the  Ph  level  of  the  water  which  is 
approximately  6*  to  a  more  favourable  level.  This  plant  has  now  been 
operating  for  over  12  months  and  the  Ph  level  is  much  improved.  Supplies 
available  are  only  marginally  above  demand  and  in  an  effort  to  improve  the 
supply  a  borehole  has  been  sunk  at  the  rear  of  Railway  Road  pumphouse  and 
test  pumping  indicates  a  constant  supply  of  just  over  4? 000  g.p.d. 

Analysis  of  this  water  indicates  that  it  is  slightly  alkaline  and 
bacteriologically  sterile  with  very  few  suspended  solids.  It  is  very 
palatable  and  will  only  require  marginal  chlorination  to  obviate  any 
possible  risks.  It  is  proposed  to  pump  this  'water  direct  to  service  mains 
without  filtration  after  chlorination  only  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this 
will  improve  the  quality  of  the  water  supply  as  a  whole.

HOUSING  AND  HOUSING  CONDITIONS 


7  Hew  properties  were  built  at  Dick  Lane*  Withnell  Fold  &  Gerrards  Fold. 

Ho  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year. 

270  Inspections  were  made  for  housing  defects.  There  are  now  58  houses 
which  are  not  capable  at  reasonable  expense  of  being  rendered  fit.  Several 
unfit  houses  have  been  improved  by  various  amounts  ranging  from  internal  water 
closet  to  full  bathrooms  thus  reducing  the  need  for  the  provision  of  extra 
Council  houses.  The  most  urgent  need  at  the  moment  being1  the  provision  of 
housing  for  the  elderly. 

There  arc  still  4  occupied  back-to-back  houses*  2  obstructive  buildings* 

29  houses  with  pail  closets  and  17  houses  with  waste  water  closets  in  the 
district.  Owners  of  houses  with  pail  closets  are  being  pressed  to  convert  to 
a  water  bourne  system. 

There  are  no  back— to— earth  houses*  underground  rooms*  common  lodging 
houses  or  canal  boats*  used  for  human  habitation.  All  houses  have  an  internal 
water  supply  and  separate  closet  accomodation. 

There  is  very  little  overcrowding  in  houses*  except  where  married  sons 
and  daughters  cannot  find  homes  of  their  own. 

There  are  5  private  housing  schemes  in  operation  within  the  district  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  some  6 0  or  more  homes  will  be  completed  in  the  coming 
year  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  is  only  the  beginning  of  development  within 
the  area. 
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Factories  and  Workshops. 


There  are  24  mechanical  Factories  and  2  non-mechanical  factories  in 
the  district,  3o  Inspections  were  carried  out  and  2  contraventiors  noted 
regarding  cleanliness  and  defective  sanitary  accomodation. 


Swimming  Baths  &  Pool  „ 

Tho  Council  own  the  Brinscall  Swimming  Pool,  which  is  75’  hy  25 ’ , 

5  Slipper  baths  and  1  steau  bath  available .  Separate  water  closets  are 
provided  for  each  sex.  Bathers  have  to  use  the  spray  baths  before 
entering  the  swimming  pool.  The  water  is  drawn  from  the  public  main,  heated  by 
an  oil  fired  boiler ,  circulated  once  in  6  hours  through  3  pressure  sand 
filters  and  treated  with  sodium  carbonate  and  chlorine.  Samples  are  taken 
twice  daily  to  ensure  that  the  water  has  boon  adequately  chlorinated. 

2  Bacteriological  examinations  were  taken,  both  satisfactory.  1  Chemical 
analysis  was  taken  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Repairs  were  carried  out 
to  the  boiler  and  pump . 


The  liberal  use  of  Vanodine  together  with  regular  foot  inspections 
have  almost  completely  eradicated  the  outbreak  of  verrucao  which  was  rife 
during  last  season.  The  heat  trap  at  the  baths  installed  last  season 
improved  the  comfort  of  the  users  and  has  "boon  very  much  appreciated.
